hattan and the normalschool at Em-
poria. At pone of thess institations
are the students teaught anything whioh
gives them fictitions ideas of life: They
are fitted for the strepnnons existence
whioch has made Hansas the theater of
such an admirable ciyilization.

This does not mean thatthe fioer ao-
complishments are Deglected. The lit-
erary instinet {5 prevalent in Kansas
to a remarkable degree, and the love of
art snd mausie is active, 8s Kansas City
has reason to know whenever enter-
tainments of a rare order are given in
this city. Nowbere in the union Is
there a- floer equilibriaom between the
substantial gualities and what may be
deflued by the broad term of idsality,
than in Kansas. This causes a high
stapndard of ashisyvement along all of
the lines that contributs to the great-
uess of a commnuity. While there is
nothiog dimlyresembling dilettantsism
in Kansas, neither is there snythiog
approaching indiffersnce to or igoor-
ance of the refinements of life or the
more elevaled spheres of thought.

The self reliance and sturdy msan-
hood which were developed by the
stress and struggle ineldent to the
early settlemsnt of Kaopsas still sur-
vivae. The sharp abgularity of the
pioneers has been modified to a dsgree
in their descendants, but the grsat
prosperity,.which the state has enjoyed
within recent years and the wids diffa-
sion of comforts in the home have not,
in the slightest degree, weakened the
oharsacter of the people. It has made
them more agreeable witbout making
them less interesting. The impulse
for achievement and advancemsnt is
s0 thoronghly inherent in the Kansas
people that it is donbtful whether it
will ever disappear. It certainly will
not fadé ont for many years to eome.

A large number of the active men
snd women in Ksansas st the present
tims are natives of the siate. A host
of young men in varions responsible
positions are graduatss of the npiver-
sity at Lawrenoce and other state
schools. They are sdmirsble speci-
mens of a hearty, sarnest, intelligent
manhood. They are, in themselves,
the best examples of the true digdity
of labor, acd they feel all the greater
satisfaction in their suoccess, becanse
it has been attained through their own
effarts.
